THAT RAIDED PARIS 


Five French Aviators Gave Fight to 


German Dirigible That Rained 


Bombs Costing More Than 


Score of Lives. -

Paris, Jan. 31.—'Five French aero- 
planes engaged- the Zeppelin which on 
Saturday night last dropped bombs on 
Paris, killing, and wounding over two 
score .of ^persons according to an au- 
thoritative statement1 just issued. 
The first to attack the German raid- 
er was a machine piloted by a ser- 
geivnt who was occupied in patrolling 
the upper air. He pursued with sav- 
age . energy, the statement says, but 
soon exhausted his stock of cartridges 
and was obliged to abandon the pur- 
suit. 
One ot two 
machines which 
were armed with cannot had, however, 
by this time managed 
to

lire on the Zeppelin, which probably 
was hit but riot badly damaged. 
The Zeppelin was next picked up by 
a sublieutenant as it flew over suburbs 
westward.

tion of councilman and not commis- 
sioner.. .This fact has been oftimes 
disputed in this city, and a careful In- 
vestigation of the law and in the opin- 
ion of the city officers, the official titl'« 
is councilman. However, City Attor- 
ney Dougherty ventured an unofficial 
opinion :.this morning that whether a 
candidate announced his 'intention of 
running for commissioner or council- 
man, it would not effect the validity of 
his public announcement or the papers 
-to be filed. 


. According to the state laws for com- 
mission form, of government, the city 
is governed by a commission composed 
of a mayor and two councilmen. In 
chapter 448 of the laws of 1909, 825m- 
305-1, the statutes provide that "Can- 
didates for mayor and councilman shall 
be nominated at large by a primary 
election." : The form of the 
official 
ballot also names the candidate as 
mayor and councilman.

While the primary election is seven 
weeks distant, there, is evidence of a 
hotly contested political race at the 
present .time. It is fully expected there 
will be. at least six or seevn candidates 
m the fleld, and possibly more. In
